A great many Republicans in 
high places speak of Richard 
Nixon as ‘‘Mr. Eisenhower's only 

vice,”’ 
But before the 
President de- 
parted from his 
somewhat con- 
tradictory peri- 
od of ‘‘rest and 
physical test- 
ing’’ in Thomas- 
ville, Georgia, 
there emerged 
one bit of firm 
news. A close 
friend who dined 
with the President and spent 
s me hours in conversation with 
him, reported the President was 
quite strong in his attachment to 
his vice president. This visitor 
came away with the very defi- 
nite impression that if the Presi- 
dent is a candidate, as it seems 
he will be, that only Nixon can 
take Nixon off the ticket. 

This conversation followed 
hard on the heels of talks held 
in Washington before the de- 
parture for Thomasville. The 
President heard from East Coast 
Eisenhower Republicans. Their 
view was that the ticket would 
be foolproof politically if almost 
anyone else were on it but Mr. 
Nixon. Their suggestion report- 
edly was that Mr. Nixon be per- 
suaded to accept the critical and 
sensitive cabinet position of Sec- 
retary of Defense. 

What the ‘President said 
them is not known. 

It is known that at Thomas-

ville the President was emphatic 


in his expressiens of regard for, 
and confidence in, his vice presi- 
dent. 


Imponderables 


After that meager bit of news 
comes the imponderables. 

What does Mr. Nixon think? 

He is, on the basis of evi- 
dence, a shrewd and able man 
with a driving ambition. He 
knows that if he is again nomi- 
nated, and the ticket elected, he 
has at least a chance of becom- 
ing president. If he remains for 
four years as vice president he 
would, in 1960, almost certainly 
inherit the leadership of the 
party and be its logical candi- 
date. 

Certainly it is inconceivable 
that Richard Nixon, being the 
sort of politician he is, would 
ever retreat from his spring- 
board, unless the President pri- 
vately requested it. This, Mr 
Eisenhower will not do. 

Republicans in the ‘‘Promote 
Nixon to the Cabinet’’ group 
suggest various possibilities. 
Gov. Tom Dewey is urged by 
many. Gov. Christian A. Her- 
ter, of Massachusetts, and Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr. are others ad- 
vanced as possibiilites. 

On the other side there is the 
imponderable of how much would 
Mr. Nixon’s presénce on _ the 
ticket hurt the Republicans, or, 
to put it another way, help the 
Democrats. 

There is no firm answer to this 
riddle. 

The Republicans worked them- 
selves into a great state of indig- 
nation over the fact the Demo- 
crats nominated ‘‘a sick man” 
in 1944. It is true that Mr. 
Roosevelt at that time had be- 
gun to fail. But he was not as 
sick, or in as precarious a med- 
ical status, as the President is 
today. 


Second Man 


The more reliable polls show 
Mr. Nixon is not a popular man. 
They demonstrate that if he were 
the presidential candidate he 
would be soundly beaten by Ad- 
lai Stevenson and likely would 
be taken by Sen. Estes Kefau- 
ver. The label “Trickie Dickie”’ 
is one rather firmly fixed in mil- 
lions of minds. 

The practical politicians know 
that the second man on the 
ticket is relatively unimportant. 
Historically, the vice president 
has been added to the ticket al- 
most as an afterthought, with 
the hope of bolstering up some 
pivotal state. He is never re- 
membered unless the incumbent 
dies, thus bringing the V. P. to 
the White House. 

It is true the spotlight tradi- 
tionally has been focused only 
on the presidential candidate. 

But has the fact of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s sudden passing, and the 
heart attack which brought the 
President close to death, leaving 
him with an expectancy of **from 
five to 10 years of active life’ 
caused the people to consider 
that when they elect a vice pres- 
ident they. may be electing a 
president? : 

Some have come to under- 
gtand that. But how many? 

It is a riddle—as much so as 
the one about whether Mr. F.isen- 
hower will or will not run, and 
who will be his ‘‘vice.”’

Old Political Trick 


“If we have an independent General 
Assembly, we may save the state. If we 
don't have it, Lord have mercy on us.” 

These words are those of Rep, Hugh 
WecWhorter, of DeKalb County, who sat 
through the recent session and protested 
vainly about some of the bills that were 
railroaded through like clockwork. 

In a forum in Athens, Rep. Mc- 
Whorter further pointed out that in his 
12 years in the Legislature he had never 
seen it so dominated by one man. He ap- 
pealed to the people to take a look at 
the record and to try to do something 
about it in the coming elections. 

And that brings us down to the point 
at issue. 

For some reason or other—and it’s 
an old trick in Georgia politics—many 
counties are holding their own early pri- 
maries. Many of these will be held in 
the next few weeks. 

These eariy elections mean that 
somebody will have to foot the expense of 
two such elections and the general elec- 
tion as well. Why wouldn't one state pri- 
mary suffice? 

County Democratic Executive Com- 
mittees call these early elections for an 
obvious purpose—to restrict the number 
of contestants. They favor the candidates 
already in office who are seeking re- 
election. They discourage those who, 
given time, could challenge the incum- 
bents. They are a device of machine 
politics to evade the people’s will. 

There is no need for but one primary 
anywhere in the state and that is on 
Sept. 12, the date set for the statewide 
primary. 

We hope the people of Georgia will 
not be fooled and that they will insist 
upon good men seeking nomination to the 
General Assembly. The state of affairs 
which Rep. McWhorter and the few 
other independent legislators are talking 
about is the people’s business. It is also 
their responsibility. 

Unless the people accept this respon- 
sibility, the next General Assembly ses- 
sions are very apt to be repeat per- 
formances of the last. 

And if that happens, 
McWhorter: “Lord, have mercy on us! 
To which we add a few fervent “Amens.”

The work of the Community Chest 
goes on each day, though members of 
the general public hardly are aware of 
it, so smoothly do most of the Red Feather 
agencies function. 

Two events during the week, how- 
ever, remind us that Chest agencies seldom 
if ever sleep. The Travelers Aid Society 
of Atlanta, one of a far-flung net of 
similar agencies over the country, added 
to its effectiveness by opening a desk 
at the municipal airport. 

Hitherto, Travelers Aid had staffed 
bus and railroad terminals only, but the 
increasing number of calls from the air- 
port to help distressed transients resulted 
in a new station for this case work 
agency. So far, Travelers Aid is staffing 
the airport on a three-day-a-week basis, 
but hopes to expand the service soon. 

Another reminder was a letter from 
the 1955 Chest President Richard Rich, 
thanking everyone concerned for the most 
successful drive in the city’s history. Last 
year Atlanta raised $1,923,636, which 
money has been divided among the 40 
Red Feather agencies of the Chest. 

The Community Chest is very much in 
the public eye during the time of the 
annual drive for funds. Between drives 
the average man is likely to forget. It is 
a pity, for the unceasing work of these 
40 agencies averts many a tragedy, and 
generally makes Atlanta a cleaner and 
better city than otherwise it might be.

Guard Against Cancer 


Cancer is one of the leading killers of 
mankind, but an easy cure is possible. 

Dr. Alton Oschner, famous New Or- 
leans surgeon, has predicted that all 
future doctors may need to wipe out 
cancer is an injection. 

“And it is going to be a cure as simple 
as the use of antibiotics,’ Dr. Oschner 
added. “It will be something injected into 
the bloodstream and persons with wide- 
spread cancer and leukemia will be 
cured.” 

Dr. Oschner reported that progress in 
this direction is being made through re- 
search in thee United States and abroad. 
And a great part of this research, he said, 
is being supported by American capital. 

It may be many years before Dr. 
Oschner’s predictions come true, but in the 
meanwhile there are many things that can 


be done to cut down the rate of deaths 
Irom cancer. 

Contributing to your local unit of the 
American Cancer Society is one way to 
help free man of this modern plague. 
And for your own insurance, frequent 
physical examinations will result in detec- 
tion of cancer in its early and usually 
curable stages. 

The Fulton County Unit of the Amer- 
ican Cancer Society, for instance, is spon- 
soring breast cancer formus in nine 
neighborhood theaters on Tuesday and 
Wednesday as a public service to the 
women of the Atlanta area. Knowledge 
imparted by such films and other phases 
of the society’s educational program is the 
best preventive, until the researchers 
come up with the cure foreseen by Dr. 
Oschner and others. 


The Ladies Still Work 
Toward Total Equal ity 


A lot of persons will be surprised to 
learn that a group of dedicated women 
are agitating for an equal rights amend- 
ment to the Constitution. 


The surprise comes in learning that 
women do not have equal rights in theory, 
though it would be hard to argue that 


they do not have them in fact. 


Leader of this movement is Miss Alice 
Paul, founder of the National Woman’s 
Party and one of the brave ladies who 
picketed the White House many years 
ago in the cause of women’s suffrage. 


Miss Paul’s argument runs thusly: 
The 19th amendment bars discrimination 
on grounds of race, color, creed and 
country of origin, but there is not one 
word barring discrimination because of 
Sex. 

So Miss Paul’s group wants a new 
amendment reading “Equality of rights 
under the law shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or any 
states on account of sex.”

Calls for Alertness 


WASHINGTON—We are going to be hearing 
about the 20th Communist Party Congress in 
Moscow for a long time. We need to get what 


happened firmly fixed in mind,

To the Communist world what happened was sensational. 

To the non-Communist world ‘what happened means that the 
democratic governments will have to be more on the alert than 
ever against the Communist agents and advocates in our midst. 


The principal new themes of the 
principal speaker — Communist 
Pary Chief Nikita S. Khrushchev 
spoke about seven hours—did not 
vary. They were these: 

1. “One-man dictatorship’’ was 
branded as a horrible mistake. 
*‘Collective leadership’’ is what the 
Soviet Union wants and what the 
Soviet Union is going to get from 
now on. 

2. Stalin was excoriated for false 
theories of communism, reviled be- 
cause of his abuse of the purge 
and the firing squad and criticized 
for making communism look bad 
to the whole world because of his 
ruthless rule. 

Finally the whole Communist 
Party hierarchy repudiated force 
and violence as the only and in- 
evitable means of putting commun- 
ism in power around the world. 

What concerns the rest of the 
world very acutely and what it will 
have to dissect very carefully is 
Mr. Khrushchev’s public revision of 
Communist theory. He now says— 
with a knowing nod to all: Com- 
munist Party members and sym- 
pathizers in the democratic coun- 
tries — that under special circum- 
stances communism could be 
achieved by regular parliamentary 
means without using force and 
violence. . 

Should the U.S. courts now re- 
verse themselves after convict- 
ing the American Communist lead-

WASHINGTON—Whether, if

President Eisenhower’s health will become a topic 
of open and public discussion during the campaign 


ers for advocating the overthrow 
of the government by force? 


Are the Communist parties in 
the democratic nations now to be 
accepted as loyal parliamentarians 
willing to use democratic institu- 
tions for peaceful change? 

That is exactly what the Krem- 
lin would like us to do and I sug- 
gest that we look at this new Krem- 
lin line a little more closely before 
buying it. 

Should Communists in the United 
States or France or Italy or Greece 
or India or anywhere else in the 
free world ever be -trusted to use 
parliamentary institutions in good 
faith? I quote from the rules and 
constitution of the Third Interna- 
tionale: 

‘Parliamentary governments 
can in no way be a form of Com- 
munist society. . .. The task of the 
proletariat consists in blowing up 
the whole machinery of all parlia- 
mentary institutions.” 

“Each Communist representa- 
tive must remember that he is not 
a ‘legislator’ bound to seek agree- 
ments, but an agitator, detailed 
into the enemy’s camp to carry 
out party orders.” 

It strikes me that there is rea- 
son to give Mr. Khrushchev’s 
words a little time to settle—say, 
10 or 20 years—before accepting 
them as trustworthy Communist 
policy. 


we cannot know. But one thing is certain. This is that the course of 
government policy, especially in the international field, since he was 
stricken last September and during his convalescence and part-time 
schedule, is offering Democrats issues on which they are just beginning 


to capitalize. 

Adverse developments in for- 
eign affairs may have occurred 
even if we had had the continuous 
and energetic direction of gov- 
ernment by the President in the 
last five months. 

But nevertheless they offer a 
basis for the argument by Demo- 
crats that effective administra- 
tion of our government in these 
critical times requires more than 
what former President Truman 
called ‘*‘a part-time chairman of 
the board’’ and Adlai Stevenson 
termed ‘“‘a part-time President.’’ 

Democrats have been slow to 
seize upon their obvious openings 
in the realm of foreign policy. 
It was, instead, friends of the 
administration and friendly news- 
papers and magazines which 
cried out most insistently about 
the ‘‘deterioration’’ of our posi- 
tion in the world and the gains 
by Russia in the cold war. 

This they have documented by 
pointing to the Soviet economic 
offensive in Asia in which - the 
Kremlin is courting friendships 
through means previously. used 
chiefly, by us; to the increasing 
tensions in the Middle East which 
Russia is seeking to exploit by 
offers of arms and loans for in- 
ternal improvements. 

They have pointed to the un- 


certainties and 
France and Greece where Com- 
munists are vigorously pushing 
for more influence in govern- 
ment, to the frictions within his 
own administration from which 
Konrad Adenauer currently is suf- 
fering in Germany. 

It was not until the middle of 
this week that the chief Demo- 
cratic spokesman on foreign pol- 
icy—Sen. Walter F. George, who 
is chairman of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee — began publicly 
fo express misgivings about the 
course of administration policy 
and to institute an inquiry that 
brought Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles before his commit- 
tee for an accounting. 

Apparently it took the confusing 
and inexcusable back-and-forth 
action over the shipment of 18 
tanks to Saudi Arabia to break 
the Buddha-like placidity which 
the venerable Georgian has tried 
to maintain to preserve the “bi- 
partisan” foreign policy. 

On the same day another powe- 
erful Georgia Democrat, Sen. 
Richard B. Russell, chairman of 
the Armed Services Committee, 
arranged for an.inquiry into a 
controversial area of our related 
defense policy, -the guided mis 
sile program.

The good year 1956 will go down as the one tn which Baker 
Hich’s short boys beat the long boys at their own game of bas- 
ketball, brought the school its second state Class AA champion- 
ship in three years and the City of Columbus its fourth in 
35 GIAA years. 

This fourth state tournament in which Georgia High 
School Assn. and The Atlanta Constitution hands in 
cosponsorship was also one in which the one-point foul shot was 
michtier than the two-point field goal, an official scorer created 
as much talk as the star players and the winner was more 
disgruntled than the loser. © 

These Baker boys who won the big ‘“‘bouncaganza’’ at the 
City Auditorium last week, completing a 25-4 season, deserve 
more credit, perhaps than any quintet the school ever pro- 
duced. All except the sparkling Tommy Darrah, whose 89 
points in four games made the title possible, were scrubs on 
the 1955 team that was supposed to win the crown, but didn’t. 

As a new crop of coach Bubba (No Comment) Ball's dis- 
ciples, they learned their lessons well and did the job that their 
supposed betters of 1955 couldn't. They did it, too, without such 
greats as Jimmy Lee, Bobby Chaney and. Foster Watkins of the

A Teen-Ager’s 
Last Refuge 


People keep needling me to write about juvenile delinquency. 
And I keep resisting. 


Thé only time I open my mouth on the subject I make sure 
I end every sentence with a question mark instead of a period, 

Well, I’m not in the least sure about this dread malady, 
the J.D.’s, which, one young friend assured me, is driving his 
parents battier than they’d be from a bad case of D.T.’s. 


But I certainly hope it blows over soon before we are 
panicked into a set of actions and attitudes which are just as 
illogical and unsound as they can be. For instance, respect 
for authority, first parental and then school and law-enforcement 
authorities, is being widely advocated as the answer. Judge W. W. 
Woolfolk said it first and I’ve seen it written and heard it said 
in a dozen places since then, 


Like any easy remedy for a stubborn malady, it is being 
bandied about in the blindest kind of way. Of course, Judge Wool- 
folk meant respect for the office—of parent, teacher or police- 
man—and as far as integrity will allow, respect for the person 
occupying that office. He didn’t mean because you're a parent 
or a teacher or a policeman you're infallible, endowed with unim- 
peachable virtue and wisdom. 


That 2 per cent of the teen-agers who are making headlines 
these days may not be smart, but most teen-agers are surpris- 
ingly intelligent and surprisingly fair. I heard a group the 
other day talking about some teachers. 

Their respect for those teachers was pretty badly shaken. 
One was a woman—a dreadfui gossip, who used her class time 
to talk about students who were not in the room, to recite 
with relish shocking facts she knew about their family and to 
cover it all with a phony cloak of sympathy. 


‘Poor little So-and-So,’’ she said, naming the student. ‘We 
must be awfully nice to her. Her parents are divorced, you 
know, and her mother has a terrible problem with alcohol.’’ 


Fortunately, most of the students listening were not fooled, 
They knew her for what she was—a shameless, destructive gossip 
who would not hesitate to rip to shreds any reputation she 
could get her hands on. 


Respect her? Of course they don’t respect her. If they did 
they would have to have been reared without any standards at all. 
They were, they told me, merely polite to her—the teen-ager’s last 
refuge from reprehensible adult conduct. 


Another teen-ager I know has had repeated set-tos with a man 
teacher who persisted in criticizing and poking fun at her 
when she is not present to defend herself. He has told rooms 
full of students that she was lazy and dumb, although she is 
actually an honor student. She has gone to him quietly after 
school to protest, and from his exalted position as an Authority he 
has brushed her protest aside and ordered her out of his room, 

Respect? Like most fair-minded youngsters, she gives him as 
much respect as she possibly can. ‘‘He’s a very good teacher,” 
she said conscientiously. ‘I think he must be exceptionally good 
in his field. He just isn’t a very nice human beinz.”’ 

‘Fortunately, most teachers deserve respect—and affection. 
But teachers and policemen and parents are just human and 
I hope in our alarm over juvenile delinquency we don’t try to 
blind our children to their human frailties.

Some Hearing Aids

‘Track Down’ Sound 


Many improvements have 
been made in hearing aids. 
One of the most popular types 
is scarcely larger than a cigar- 
et lighter and is priced to fit 
the average workingman’s 
pocketbook. It operates on a 
tiny dry cell battery with a to 
tal upkeep of 10 cents a week. 
Another newcomer fits into the 
frame of eyeglasses of normal 
size; it has attachments for 
both ears, permitting bilateral] 
hearing. 

Some deaf persons use two 
separate hearing aids, balanc- 
ing one machine against the 
other so that hearing is equal 
on both sides. 

It is difficult to tell where 
sound js coming from with dhe 
ear but it is easy when both 
ears are synchronized, even 
when the sound comes from be- 
hind the listener. 

Hearing aids do not correct 
all types of deafness. The hard 
of hearing should have the ears 
examined before buying an in- 
strument. Almost every phy- 
sician has encountered a pa- 
tient who has purchased a de- 
vice only to find it useless, In 
some, wax had plugged the 
opening and its removal led to 
restoration of hearing.
